The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance :'^he prior art does not 
teach a projector comprising, in combination with the additionally recited elements, a light 
source, a spatial light modulator comprising a plurality of movable mirror elements, a light 
intensity measuring section provided in an imaging position or in a direction other than the 
projection lens, and a light source controller controlling the light source based on the measured 
light intensity. For example Tomiya (U.S. Patent No. 6,733, 137) measures the light intensity 
from a DMD but does not control the light source but rather the feedback goes back to control 
the DMD.
